Heirs of Christian F. G. Meyer 
Agreed on Distribution of 
$200,000 Estate. 


So that a perfect title could be 


‘given in the sale of real estate the 


will of Christian F. G. Meyer, pres- 
ident of the Meyer Brothers Drug 
Co., who died 22 years ago, was 
formally filed in Probate Court 
yesterday. 

It was explained that the Meyer 
estate owned a parcel of land at 
Iowa avenue and Keokuk street, 
which is to be sold, but until the 
will was placed of record no title 
company woul’ approve title for 
the purchaser. 

John @ Vaughan, attorney for 
the estate, said the will was not 
filed at the time of Mr. Meyer's 
death because his heirs agreed to 
a Gistribution without the aid of 
the Probate Court. By this ar- 
rangement, he said, the estate was 
long ago settled, all provisions in 
the will being carried out the same 
as if it had been filed. 

Among the bequests were $2509 
to the Evangelical Lutheran con- 
gregation of Dielinger, Germany, 
where Meyer was confirmed; a 
similar amount to the Church of 
the Holy Cross, Miami street and 
Ohio avenue, and $500 each to the 
Evangelical Lutheran Hospital of 
St. Louis and the °vangelical Luth- 
eran Orphan Asylum, Des Peres, 
Mo. 

Shares of stock in the Meyer 
Brothers Drug Co., as well as oth- 
er property, were disposed of by 
the terms of the will. Mr. Meyer’s 
widow, Mrs. Frances Meyer, who 
has since died, received 1000 shares 
of the stock, with a par value of 
$100,000, and the homestead prop- 
erty. The remaining assets went 
to four sons, a daughter and the 
heirs of a deceased daughter. Gus, 
tave J. Meyer, a foster son, was 
left 10 shares of drug company 
stock. The value of the estate was 
estimated at more than $200,000.

AFTER WELL CAVE-IN 


Fred Lanan, 37, Recovered at 
Worcester, Mass., Hospital 
After Experience. 


By the Associated Press. 

AUBURN, Mass., Aug. 27.—Re- 
leased after 30 hours of confine- 
ment due to a cave-in of a 30- 
foot well he was digging, Fred 
Lenau today is at the Worcester 
City Hospital with every prospect 
of recovery from his experience. 

Physicians were amazed at the 
vitality of the 37-year-old iron 
moulder as they worked over his 
numbed limbs in which circulation 
had been stopped by his cramped 
position at the bottom of the well. 

“Thank God, thank God, they 
saved me,” were his first words 
at 12:45 o’clock this morning. 
when handed from worker to 
worker, he was lifted over the edge 
of the excavation. His voice fafled 
him as he grasped the hand of a 
policeman. 

Worrted About Boot. 

Carried to the ambulance he 
asked “Where is my other boot?” 
It was still imbeded in the well 

Hurriedly organized when the 
sides of the nearly completed well 
caved in on Lenau at 6:30 p. m., 
Thursday, volunteers worked tun- 
tiringly to effect his release. He 
was conscious at all times and 
could make himself heard, al- 


though he was out of sight part. 


of the time. 

He was almost extricated when 
another earth slide undid the 
work of hours. Pianted in the 
mud up to his knees with a board 
from the side shoving against his 
chest, Lenau was unable to move. 
Because of fear that another slide 
might suffocate him, he was given 
air forced through tubes and a 
mask. 

Dirt Passed up in Buckets. 

Sinking another shaft beside the 
well, which was six feet in diam- 
eter, the rescuers drove it below 
the jevel at which the man was 
held. Then they broke through 
and sawed away the plank which 
imprisoned the upper part of his 
body. This let down more dirt 
which took hours of careful work 
to clear. 

The men worked on platforms at 
different levels, passing up the 
buckets of dirt from on to another 
until the surface was reached.

ing ambulance into Worcester 
where for hours they drove about 
the streets in a clamorous rejoicing 
which was encouraged rather than 
repressed by the police.

ist of England.

Loe Strachey, 67 yetrs old, former 
editor and proprietor of the Lon- 
don Spectator end for many years 
an active figure in British affairs, 
died here last night. 


Scion of Outstanding Families of 
Britain. 

John St. Leo Strachey, long an 
outstanding figure among British 
Conservative journalists, was of an 
old and honored family of coun- 
try gentlemen with an ancestry 
stretching back to Queen Elizabeth. 
It was a family that included such 
names as John Strachey, an In- 
dian administrator who for six 
months was acting viceroy; Sir 
Richard Strachey, one of the great- 
est civil engineers of India; Henry 
Strachey, an Indian army officer 
and explorer @f Tibet; William 
Strachey, often selected by Lord 
Palmerston for special work; 
George Strachey, a diplomat of 
long experience, and T. H. Green, 

Born Feb. 9, 1860, the second 
son of Sir Edward and Mary Isa- 
bella Strachey, the future journal- 
ist was educated chiefly by pri- 
vate tutors until he went to Bal- 
liol College, Oxford, where he 
found it a difficult task to master 
sufficient Latin and Greek to 
graduate. As a boy, however, he 
had developed a passion for En- 
glish literature, and at the uni- 
versity he spent most of his time 
developing an extensive and dis- 
cerning knowledge of the great 


writers. 

Succeeded Herbert Asquith. 

Leaving Oxford, Mr. Strachey 
began to read law, but had little 
liking for it and began writing for 
the Saturday Review, rival of the 
Spectator. He was given his first 
chance in 1895 as a book reviewer 
for the Spectator. The next year 
he was made an editorial writer 
to succeed Herbert Asquith. So 
highly was his work thought of by 
the proprietors, Hutton and Town- 
send, that they agreed he should 
be half owner in place of which- 
ever of them should die first. 

The first to die was Hutton, and 
as Townsend retired soon after- 
ward, Mr. Strachey became. sole 
proprietor and editor. His success 
in making the Spectator a leading 
Organ of British conservatism {Is 
part of journalistic history.
